cellar is floored with cement and the 
janitors appartments are conv eniently 
arranged.

To aid in steady ing and propelling 
tho vehicle the wheelbarrow man wears 
a strap across his shoulders, which is 
attached to the shafts on each side. 
Boxes, bales of goods, or whatever the 
loads may consist of, are secured to the 
wheelbarrow by ropes. 
The charge for 
carrying an average load is about Is. 
5d 
jter mile, Hut varies according to 
the load and the state of the road to be 
traveled over. 
The wheelbarrow has 
seating accommodation for four people, 
two on each side, and the fare for four 
people is 2 V4d. per mile. 
Passenger fares are lower than those 
for merchandise on account of the avoid­ 
ance of labor in loading and unloading. 
A cushioned seat is provided for the 
passenger, who g enerally sits with one 
leg resting on the front of the barrow 
and the other hang ing over the side in 
a rope loop, which serves as a foot rest. 
Thus ¡i native is wheeled for m iles over 
the rough roads of the country, w ith 
severe jolting , accompanied by a pecul­ 
iar squeak of the axle in the case of most 
barrows. Immediately behind the w heel­ 
barrow, between tho shafts, there is a 
long, oblong shaped basket, in which 
the wheelbarrow man keeps his few be­ 
longings. On the Great plain wheelbar­ 
rows are occasionally seen with a s ai l : 
set, when a fair w ind proves a great help 
to the trundling of the barrow over a i 
level way.

C rashed In to an Iceberg . 
It is a serious matter when a ship is 
obliged to seek collision as the lesser o f 
two evils. 
The au tho r o f “ Greenland 
Icefields” says that he was once o n 
board a steamer in the mo u th o f the 
strait o f Belle Isle where there were 
innu merable v ast, beau tifu l icebergs, 
su rro u nded by a dense fo g. The chance 
o f enco u ntering them, ho wev er, seemed 
so slight that the bo at co ntinu ed its 
co u rse, tho u gh u t slackened sp eed. 
He 
adds: 
Su ddenly a large sp o t in the mist 
ahead o f the ship lighted u p , as if we 
were co ming to a clear sp ace. 
Bu t to 
the ex p erienced ey es o f the mate and 
the ice p ilo t it was an o mino u s sp ecter, 
fo r it was the ice blink o f a hu ge berg 
which 
almost 
at that v ery instant 
emerged from the mist, to wering hu n­ 
dreds of feet above us and stretching 
out many hundred feet on either side. 
It was too late to avoid it. Safety, if 
it could be secured at all, lay in taking 
the collision straight ahead, and ac­ 
cordingly the rudder was turned at the 
instant the wheel was reversed. 
The 
collision came all too soon. Great mass­ 
es of ice fell upon the deck. The steam­ 
er reeled like a drunken man, but the 
passengers scarcely had time to secure 
an upright position again before all was 
quiet as death, w hile w e 
anxiously 
watched the carpenter as he sounded 
the wells to see if there were a leak. 
Meantime 
the 
hug e berg g leamed 
down upon us from its serene heig ht in 
the mist and revealed clearly the point­ 
ed sides of the great gash which had 
been made in it by the bow o f o u r iro n 
ship. 
After a few minutes of breathless 
anxiety it. was ascertained that, beyond 
the breaking of three or four iron plates 
of the ship hig h above the water line 
and the disabling of one anchor, no 
damage was done.

Sometimes in the 
streets of the foreign settlements 
at 
Shang hai about 5 0 wheelbarrows may 
be seen traveling one behind the other, 
each carry ing two barrels of Eng lish 
Portland cement 
and pushed 
by one 
man. Very frequently , however, a load 
is carried on one side of the barrow on­ 
ly, so that the edg e of the 1 Ut inch tire 
cuts into the macadam roadway like a 
knife. 
The 
bales sometimes project 
three feet on each side, the man push­ 
ing the barrow being almost invisible 
from the front 
The municipal roads 
are chiefly of macadam, and 
the dam­ 
age they sustain from this traffic is 
very great. 
It has bet n found, after re­ 
p eated experiments, that granite broken 
to pass through a three-quarter inch 
ring and rolled in the usual manner is 
the only kind of macadam 
roadway 
that w ill stand this severe traffic. 
It is 
extraordinary to see a Chinaman skill- 
tully balancing and propelling a heavy 
load on one side of ¡1 burrow, and, con­ 
sidering that there are about 
4 ,000 of 
these vehicles traveling through 
the 
streets of the settlements, in addition to 
¡t largo traffic of other kinds, the upsets 
and accidents are remarkably few .— 
Iron Age. 


S h u bert. 
The short life 
of 
Franz Schubert

TIIE D0G8 OF WAR. 


On the left of the pup lines of Greek 
infantry lay on the high, bare hills, 
firing w ithout intermission. Gray smoko 
went up and backward from all these 
lines. 
Sometimes wounded men came 
from there and passed the pup as he sat 
reflecting in the roadway . 
Directly in 
his front a mountain battery of the 
Greeks was roaring, and the horses and 
mules of the command were browsing 
the grass in a sheltered place not far 
from tho pup. 
Some soldiers lay in an 
upturned furrow of brown trenches. 
If the pup had studied the vast green 
plain ou his right, he would have seen 
black lines and lines still fainter than 
black, and tiiese lines were all Turks. 
Freq uently a crescendo of hoots and 
hurtling noises was in tho air above 
him, uud the shells crashed as they 
struck. Moreover, there was sometimes 
a curious singing of great insects. 
But 
for all these, things the pup did not 
care. 
He was a little pup, not larger than 
a kitten, but he was fat and fairly 
smothered in long white wool, marked 
here and there with black, and be had 
every indifference of a fat pup.

His home bad probably been in 
ono of tho stone huts that stood here 
and there along the road, now ail lone­ 
ly . 
His owners had probably scuttled 
out at word of the coming of the Turks. 
But ho d id n’t care about this either. 
He simply loll« ci on the correspondent's 
arm and blinked fatly at tho passing 
landscape. 
When the corre spondent arrived where 
his horses awaited him, he gave the 
pup Velestiuo into the hands of his 
Greek boy and stood and admonished 
him sternly for five minutes about the 
inadvisability of losing that pup. 
The 
boy grinned and took Velestiuo in his 
arms. 
Later the pup got under a particularly 
heavy artillery fire. 
While the corre­ 
spondent’s party was crossing a bit of 
plain the Turks opened fire ou a near­ 
by house. 
One would have thought 
they had opened on the pup, because 
they came nearer to the pup than they 
did to the house. 
There was some ex ­ 
citem ent 
The stragglers in the road 
scurried every where. 
The correspond­ 
ent had a bit of trouble with his horse, 
which had been hurt in the back by 
some kind of fragment, and when it 
was all over be looked around for the 
pup, the two servants and the other 
horses, and there was none. 
Late that night in 
Volo a knock 
came to the correspondent’s door, and 
as he called out it opened, and the 
Greek boy appeared, w ith a bow and a 
grin.

There were dispatches to be sent, and 
the wires were muddled in a way that 
was simply scandalous.

left for Athens, reflecting from 
time to time upon the virtues of his 
lost pup, 
Volo is ordinarily 300,000 miles from 
Athens. In time of war it is the sq uare 
of 300,000. 
Every rocre is impossible. 
All the steamers are on w ar business. 
All the carriages have vanished. There 
are no horses. 
It r q uires more energy 
to travel new in o» reece than it does to 
do a three m onths’ campaign. The cor­ 
respondent struggled as far as Chalkis 
with phenomenal good fortune. He was 
taking his breaktast iu the restaurant 
there when he oeberved a peasant come 
in and walk toward tho rear of the 
place. 
This man had a pup inside his 
shirt, and the little woolly head project­ 
ed. The correspondent said to his drago­ 
man, "T h at is my dog.” The dragoman 
laughed. 
“ There are 1,000,000 dogs 
like that in Greece, sir. ” 
"N o, there a in’t. 
I tell y ou that is 
my dog. ” 
As tho peasant with the pup disap­ 
peared through a door in the rear the 
correspondent and the dragoman rushed 
after him. 
In a courty ard they found 
the peasant delivering the pup to a n­ 
other dragoman, the servant of an E ng­ 
lish correspondent, but the correspond­ 
ent took tln> pup. 
“ It is my dog.” 
"N o, it isn’t , ” said the dragoman of 
the English correspondent. 
“ 1 got him 
at Volo. ” 
“ You got him at Volo, did y ou? 
Well, I got him at Velestiuo. 
He be­ 
longs to the San Francisco Ex aminer, 
and it doesn’t m atter what y ou say , y ou 
ca n’t have him. ” 
" W e ll” —. 
" S h ut up!” 
“ Well, he has cost me two drams 
for his food and care. Pay m« * that and 
it is all right. ” 
Velestiuo thus rejoined the corre­ 
spondent. 
His hot« *l bills were paid, 
and be was invited to some bread and 
milk. 
The rounds he fought with his 
bread and milk were simply too ex citing 
for words. 
1 It* was not satisfied with 
putting all of his features in the plate, 
lie waded up to his knees, and his sub­ 
seq uent cargo was altogether out of 
proportion to his displacement. 
His 
shape became suddenly like that of a 
toy balloon, but it filled him with a 
sort of glad satisfaction, which was 
noticeable in his tipsy sailor walk. 
On his way to Athens tho pup re ­ 
ceived constant ovations. 
The Greek 
boy was on the box , and he elaborated 
his own ex periences and, incidentally , 
the ex periences of the pup. 
People 
gazed at Velestino w ith awe. 
He was 
such a wee thing that the correspondent 
was not sure whether ho was going to 
grow to be a cow or a caterpillar, but 
the kilted mountaineers that studied 
him said that he was of the famous 
shepherd dog breed of the Greeks und 
was destined to be a big dog. 
“ W ait until he grows, ” they said, 
“ and then if even 
100 bad men ap­

Looking at Velestiuo, asleep in a fluffy 
ball in the carriage, the correspondent 
rather thought that the number of bad 
men was over the limit. 
A t Thebes, while the correspondent 
lunched, Velestino waddled, or rather 
fell, around the floor of the cufo. 
The 
boy s of the village congregated about 
him, and the Greek child, who thought 
ho hail beeu almost killed, dilated on 
the ex periences of himself and tho dog. 
All these popular honors the pup ac­ 
cepted with his usual sublime indiffer­ 
ence. 
He interested himself in certain 
surprising phy sical eccentricities. 
For 
instance, every time he tried to run he 
fell on his nos« ;. When he tried to catch 
his tail, he fell on his shoulder. 
In 
fact, he was so much of u pup thut lie 
could fall m almost any dir« etiou w ith 
eq ual abandon. 
These maneuvers were 
also conducted without regard to the 
interest and admiration of the populace. 
People do not usually talk about dogs, 
and so, before ho reached Athens, he 
was « usily tJ «* most famous dog in 
Greece. In Athens itself ho was put up 
at the best hotel, and the honors he r<;- 
ceivcd befitted his social position. 
At present he is with y our corre­ 
spond« nt. 
11«* has a personal attendant 
engaged at a fabulous salary . 
He is 
well known hero already , and his ap­ 
pearance on the street causes popular 
demonstration. 
But he doesn’t care.—

Forecast lug the I'rogres* of Inv ention. 
There is another direction in which 
the airship would be seriously defective, 
and this is almost alway s overlooked, 
and that is in the m atter of making 
landings. Being a large body , it would 
necessarily be unwieldy , and its motion 
in any direction could not be arrested in 
a very short space of tim e, t/ierefore it 
could not make a lauding w ithin a lim ­ 
ited area. Iu a dead calm it could proba­ 
bly be lowered iu nearly a vertical line 
and thus make a landing in a contract­ 
ed space, but if the wind were blowing 
even at a moderate velocity the case 
would be different. As the wind is al­ 
way s blowing more or less, and as it fre­ 
q uently changes its course iu a few sec­ 
onds, the ship would be tossed about 
q uite lively before it reached the ground. 
If it came down at the rate of 300 feet 
per minute, which is a high velocity , 
and the wind were blowing at the rate 
of ten miles per hour, the side drift 
would be three times as great as the 
vertical descent, and if this were coun­ 
teracted by imparting a velocity to the 
ship eq ual to that of the wind and op­ 
posed to it the side drift would be 
doubled if the direction of the wind 
should suddenly reverse. 
It must there­ 
fore be evident that to be able to make 
a landing safely , without running the 
risk of colliding with church steeples 
and modern sky scrapers, it would be 
necessary to have a large open space.— 
William Bax ter, Jr., in Popu'ar Science 
Monthly .
